IN STONE & ‘CO. CRASH 


Members of Chicago Realty Investment Firm 
Also Are Fined $15,000 Each for Use 
‘of Mails to Defraud. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—Five former 
officers of H. O. Stone & Co., de- 
funct investment firm, were sen- 
tenced today to terms of 20 years 
im Federal prison and fined $15,000 
each on conviction of using the 
mails to defraud. Two other of- 
ficers were sentenced to two years 
in prison and fined $5000. 

The company failed two years 
ago with liabilities of about $14,- 
000,000. Its assets were sold in Fed- 
eral Court for $137,000. 

Those sentenced to the heavier 
terms were Henry F. Norcott, presi- 
dent; Harold D. Bennett, vice-presi- 


dent; R. W. Scott .Varroll, comp- 
troller; Charles P. Packer Jr., 
treasurer, and Leslie Needham, 
general counsel for the company. 


Marshall W. George, secretary, 
and David Coleman, sales manager, 
were given the two-year sentences. 

The defendants were convicted of 
operating the real estate invest- 
ment firm to defraud hundreds of 
investors in half a dozen states. 
The officers induced investors to 
trade good bonds for the com- 
pany’s stocks, almost .worthless at 
the time. 

Dozens of witnesses testified dur- 
ing a trial lasting three months 
that they had turned over securi- 
ties representing their life savings 
to the company.

Only Smoke Stack of Engine

MAJ, SHEPARD’S CONVICTION

U. 8S. Appellate Court Rejects His

Former Chairman of Republican 

National Committee Had Been

ment of $4255 was assessed against 
Claudius H. Huston, former Re-

G. R. Kaplan, an upholsterer, tes- 
tified he was called in to repair 
damaged furniture in the Lang- 
horne home and that he was paid 
$2743 for his services. He said sev- 
eral chairs and _ settees showed 
liquor and cigarette marks and that 
the tops of two marble tables had 
been broken. 


MISSISSIPPI GOVERNOR SAYS 
SALES TAX RESTORED CREDIT 


State Levy Yielded in 11 Months 
More Than Was Estimated 
for Full Year. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 6. — The 
sales tax passed by the Legislature 
in the face of widespread popular 
protest a year ago has “restored 
the State’s credit and produced 


greater revenues than its most ar- |’ 


ardent supporters had hoped for,” 
according to Gov. Conner. 

The Governor’s statement was 
issued after the State Tax Depart- 
ment disclosed that the sales tax, 
in 11 months of 1932 produced 
$236,000 more than it had been ex- 
pected to yield for the entire year. 

A total of $1,536,818 was collected 
in the first 11 months, with the 
December collections not completed. 
The highest estimate of the yield 
a@ year ago was $1,300,000. 


$19,000,000 PAYROLL CUT 
VOTED FOR NEW YORK CITY 


Board of Estimate Decision Resist- 
ed by One $18,000-a-Year 
Judge. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—The Board 
of Estimate adopted pay cut sched- 
ules today reducing the 1933 budget 
by $19,112,068, and a few minutes 
later Chief Justice Frederick Ker- 
nochan of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions announced that he would not 
voluntarily accept the proposed 
slash in his $18,000 salary. 

The resolution making the cuts 
effective was introduced by Mayor 
John P. O’Brien, The salary cuts 
range from 6 to 33.9 per cent. Sal- 
aries below $2000 were not affect- 
ed. The Mayor’s pay is reduced 
from $40,000 to $29,915.

It is with real regreat 
that I find it impossible o accom- 
pany Mrs. Roosevelt and James to 
Northampton for the funeral.”

$8,021,800 in Gold From France.

FROME. DUGGAN, 
ATTORNEY, ENTERS 
MAYORALTY RAGE 


Democrat to Seek Nomin- 


ation on Platform Calling 
for Tax Reduction, Mu- 


nicipal Bus System. 


PLEDGES TO SEEK 
UTILITY RATE CUTS 


Favors 20 Pct. Slash in 


Gas, Electric and Phone 
Charges — Third Candi- 
date of Party. 


Jerome F. Duggan, lawyer, for- 
mally entered the contest for the 
Democratic nomination for Mayor 
today, announcing a platform for 
tax reduction and establishment of 
a municipal bus system at a re- 
duced fare. 

It had been known since last 
month that Duggan intended to 
run. He plans to file his candi- 
dacy with the Election Board 
shortly, with the idea of giving no- 
tice of sincerity in running. 

Other Democratic mayoralty can- 
didates are Bernard F. Dickmann, 
president of the Real Estate Ex- 
change and treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and O. H. 
Brooks Jr., a real estate dealer. Ja- 
cob M. Lashly, lawyer and board 
chairman of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; Daniel G. Taylor, party 
leader, and former Circuit Attorney 
Lawrence McDaniel are among 
those considering running. 

Platform Outlined. 

Outstanding planks in Duggan’s 
platform include: 

A pledge to be active as an cx- 
officio member of the Police Board, 
|a duty which the Mayors generally 
have neglected; exercise of the 
privilege of the floor of the Board 
of Aldermen; opposition to the pur- 
chase of the street car system by 
the city; .20 per cent reduction of 
the rates for gas, electric and tel- 
ephone service; revision of the 
street-widening condemnation sys- 
tem, to lighten the tax burden. 


Additional planks in the Duggan 
platform are: 

Honest taxation of the wealthy 
as well as others. 

Advocacy of installmegt pay- 
ment of taxes and red#ttion of 
the penalty for tax delinquency— 
matters of State legislation. 

Substantial reduction of the city 
tax rate. 

Efficient, scientific operation of 
eleemosynary institutions. 

Elimination of the 10 per cent 
reduction of city firemen’s sal- 
aries and the 10 per cent deduc- 
tion for relief from policemen’s 
salaries. 

Provision in contracts for pub- 
lic works that local labor and, 
when possible, local materials, 
must be used. A six-hour day 
and five-day week for labor on 
public works. 

Use of two men in street car 
operation. 

State regulation of chain stores, 
or, failing that, a city ordinance 
limdéting chains to five stores each 
in the city. 

Management of the municipal 
airport by “skillful, efficient, ex- 
perienced, air-minded persons.” , 

Hiring of city employes with- 
out regard to political activity. 


Property Escaping Taxation. 

Concerning reduction of the city 
tax rate, Duggan said: 

“Thorough investigation will dis- 
close that there is nearly as much 
property escaping taxation as that 
on which taxes are paid. If all 
property accepted its just share of 
the tax burden, our revenue would 
be increased, despite a reduction of 
present tax rates, by at least $3,- 
000,000. This additional revenue 
would provide for re-establishment 
of the levee as a commercial dis- 
trict and traffic artery, and per- 
mit beautifying the bank of the 
Mississippi, including the establish- 
ment of municipal bathing beach- 
es and other recreational facilities. 
This increased revenue also could 
be used to put our unemployed to 
work. City property generally is 
in a dilapidated condition and in 
the restoration of it all our citizens 
would be benefited.” 

In connection with his proposal 
for a municipal bus system, Dug- 
gan advocated insurance to pro- 
tect the city against injury ana 
damage claims. He said employes 
of the system should be unionized 
and should not be used for per- 
petuation of a political machine. 

Duggan expressed dissatisfaction 
with the manner in which the $87,- 
372,500 bond issue of 1923 had been 
administered, without giving par- 
ticulars. 

He declared his purpose was to 
give the city “an efficient, eco- 
nomical, honest and courageous 
administration, which will at all 
times serve a majority of the citi- 
zens rather than any minority 
group.” He said his platform was 
based on measures which he 
thought would help remedy the eco- 
nomic situation. There is a pro-

The Senate, over which Mr. 
Coolidge presided as Vice-Presi- 
dent, adjourned almost immediate- 
ly on meeting, to hold no more ses- 
sions until Monday. 

Speaker Garner announced there 
would be no sessio: of the House 
tomorrow, as a mark of respect 
during the funeral. 

Chief Justice Hughes, who was 
Secretary of State in the Coolidge 
Cabinet, and Justice Stone, who 
was his Attorney-General, will at- 
tend the funeral, going on the train 
from, here. 

Tribute Paid in Senate. 

Before Senate adjournment, the 
Rev. ZeBarney T. Phillips, its chap- 
lain, paid tribute to the former 
President. : 

Then Vice-President Curtis recog- 
nized Senator Walsh of Massachu- 
setts to present a resolution ex- 
pressing profound sorrow. 

The message President Hoover 
sent to the Capitol yesterday an- 
nouncing the death formally to 
Congress, and which was read only 
in the House, was presented to the 
Senate. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, said the com- 
mittee of Senators and Represen- 
tatives would leave Washington on 
the presidential specfal at 12:30 a. 
m. and arrive in Northampton at 9 
a. m. tomorrow. 

Original plans for accompanying 
the funeral party to the burial 
ground at Plymouth, Vt., by .auto- 
mobile, Watson said, had been 
abandoned and the congressional 
committee will return to Washing- 
ton on the President’s train.

Requests Stopping of Traffic and 
Business at 9:30 a. m.

A suspension of business and 
traffic for two minutes beginning 
at 9:30 a. m. tomorrow, the hour 
of the funeral of former President 
Coolidge, was requested by Mayor 
Miller today in an official proclama- 
tion as part of the public observ- 
ance “of the service and sacrifice 
that our late President rendered to 
his country.” 

Meantime, flags on public buiia- 
ings, fire houses ana army and 
naval headquarters in the St. Louis 
district were at half-staff today, be- 
ginning the customary 30-day pericd 
of mourning for the death of + 
former President. 

A 13-gun salute was fired at Jef- 
ferson Barracks at 6:30 a. m. today 
and a gun was fired every 30 min- 
utes throughout the day. The 
troops were paraded at 10 a. m. 
During the 30-day period of mourn- 
ing all officers of the military and 
naval establishment will wear 
mourning bands on their sleeves 
and sabers, and regimental colors 
will carry black streamers.

NO LIVING EX-PRESIDENT 
FOR FOURTH TIME IN HISTORY 


Deaths of Washington, Johnson and 
Cleveland After Their Re- 
tirement Recalled.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—In being 
without a living former President 
through the death of Calvin Coo- 
lidge, the United States is repeat- 
ing an experience which occurred 
before only three times in the 
country’s history. 
There was a gap at George Wash- 
ington’s death in 1799 lasting until 
John Adams retired from the presi- 
dency in 1801. 
Again during the last two years 
of Grant’s administration, no ex- 
President lived after the death of 


SUPPOSED PENNILES 
RECLUSE LEFT $22 000 


C. J. Schneider Died of Ex- 
posure — Efforts to Find 
Relatives Vain So Far. 


Charles Jacob Schneider, 76-year- 
old recluse who died of gangrene 
and exposure at City Hospital on 
New Year’s eve, apparently desti- 
tute, owned securities worth at 
present market prices, almost $22,- 
000. 
Schneider was found by police 
on the afternoon of Dec. 31 lying 
on a makeshift bed in a rooming 
house at 118 Clark avenue, suffer- 
ing from frozen feet and exposure. 
When he died that night City Hos- 
pital authorities were not even Cer- 


tain of his name. 

Examination of Schneider’s room 
two days later revealed that among 
worthless articles which he had 
collected he had hidden about $9000 
worth of securities. There was 
found also the key of a safe de- 
posit box in the MercantiJe-Com- 
merce bank, rented mcr3 than 30 
years ago. Here the remainder of 
his securities were discovered. 


The securities, as listed by Wal- 
ter F. Sheehan, Public Administra- 
tor, are as follows: Thirty shares 
of 6 per cent. preferred [Illinois 
Power & Light Corporation, 30 
shares of North American Light & 
Power Co., 10 shares 7 per cent 
Northwest Utilities Co., 42 shares 
preferred Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., five $1000 bonds of the 
Monsanto Chemical Co., $5070 in 
certificates of deposit on the Lafay- 
ette South Side Bank, and $349 in 
a savings account in the Mercan- 


Not a cent in cash was 
in Schneider's pockets or

Between 8:30 and 9:30 the 
public will be permitted to file 
past the former President’s bier. 

President Hoover, members of 
his Cabinet and a delegation from 
Congress will attend the funeral, 
at which a brief sermon will be 
preached by the Rev. Albert J. 
Penner. 

Single Burial Service, 

After the services, the body, ac- 
companied by the Rev. Mr. Pen- 
ner, members of the family and 
perhaps others, will be taken to 
Mr. Coolidge’s birthplace at Plym- 
outh, Vt., to be buried beside his 
father and his young son, Calvin. 
The, burial is expected to be 
marked by even simpler ceremo- 
nies than the funeral services. 


Six members of the Northamp-. 
ton police force will bear the cas- 
ket. 
Plans for the funeral, completed 
today, were that the former Presi- 
dent’s body would leave his home, 
The Beeches, at 8 o'clock for the 
church. Then from 8:30 to 9:30 
it will lie in state with a guard of 
honor selected from the local Na- 
tional Guard unit.

The former President died alone 
from a heart attack at the Beeches, 
the home in which he sought se- 
clusion soon after leaving the 
White House. 
He was found in his dressing 
room soon after he had returned 
from his law office. His secretary 
waited below, until he should be 
dismissed for lunch. Mrs. Coolidge 
found him when she returned home 
from marketing. 
Earlier in the day Harry Ross, 
the secretary, had been called on 
by the former President to consider 
a jig-saw puzzle, a New Year’s gift. 
Mrs. Coolidge had been asked if 
she cared to use the automobile, a 
relic of the days they spent in 
Washington. 
“It is too nice a day, I'd rather 
walk,” she told him. 
When Mrs.” Coolidge returned 
home she came upon her husband 
prostrate on the floor. She hurried 
down the staircase, calling for Ross, 
who was more than a secretary— 
perhaps a companion—to the for- 
mer President. 

Call to Family Doctor. 
“She bore up bravely, remarkably 
bravely,” said Ross afterward. Ross 
called the family doctor, E. W. 
Brown, and Mr. Coolidge’s _ son, 
John, from New Haven. John came 
to Northampton as fast as an auto- 
mobile could bring him, and then 
came Frank W. Stearns, Boston 
merchant, known as his adviser 
since the days Calvin Coolidge oc- 
cupied the State House at Boston. 
William Whiting, Holyoke paper 
manufacturer, who succeeded Her- 
bert Hoover as Secretary of Com- 
merce, and his wife were among the 
first to arrive. They came as mes- 
senger boys rode up with con- 
dolences from the nation’s notables. 
With Ross, Mr. Coolidge, who 
was 60 years old, had returned 
home from his law office for 
luncheon earlier than usual be- 
cause he felt ill.

Telling of events preceding the 
death, Ross said: “Mr. Coolidge and 
I went downtown and returned 
about 10 o'clock. 

“We sat in the library chatting 
about nothing in particular. The 
main topic of conversation was a 
hunting trip we made in October 
near Plymouth. Mr, Coolidge was 
a pretty good shot. 

“Some time after 11 o'clock, Mr. 
Coolidge went upstairs and I re- 
mained in the library reading. 
>: . Mrs. Coolidge returned to the 
house, but I did not see her come 
in. At 12:15 she called to me from 
upstairs. The President was dead. 
I don't recall her exact words.” 
The last person to see Mr. Cool- 
idge alive was thought to have 
been Robert S. Smith, caretaker, 
who saw him about 11:50 o'clock. 
“I was in the cellar taking care 
of the furnace when Mr. Coolidge 
appeared,” said Smith. “He had a 
habit of walking about the house 
and there was nothing unusual in 
his visit to the cellar. I don’t think 
we exchanged a single word, unless 
he possibly said.

POLITICAL PHILOSOPHY 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. 
ALVIN COOLIDGE prided 
himself on being a _ politi- 
cian, but his definition of 
the word “politician” was a 
man who served the public. He 
was fond of quoting Tom 
Reed's observation that “a 
statesman is only a dead poli- 
tician.” 

His political philosophy was 
best expressed perhaps in the 
speech he made upon assuming 
the chair as presiding officer 
of the Massachusetts Senate. 
At that timé he said in part: 

“Do the day’s work. If it be 
to protect the rights of the 
weak, whoever objects, do it. If 
it be to help a powerful cor- 
poration better to serve the 
people, whatever the opposition, 
do that. Expect to be called 
a standpatter, but don’t be a 
standpatter. Expect to be 
called a demagogue, but don’t 
be a demagogue. Don't hesi- 
tate to be as revolutionary as 
science. Don’t hesitate to be 
as reactionary as the multipli- 
cation table.

Asked if he did not have misgiv- 
ings because the man who proposed 
the loan to the Guaranty Trust was 
“calling up the banks” although not 
connected with the Insull compa- 
ny, Broome said: “No. As a matter 
of fact, we appreciated the loan, and 
it appeared to be a good one.” 
Edwin A. Potter, another vice- 
president of the Guaranty Trust 
Co., said he had no knowledge of 
the loan at the time it was made. 
Potter described a meeting in the 
offices of Owen D. Young “some 
time in January” the purpose™ of 
which he said was to “obtain the 
consent of New York banks to the 
operating companies making loans 
to provide capital for another In- 
sull company, the Utilities Securi- 
ties Corporation, and to take up 
brokers’ loans in the name of utili- 
ties securities which were threat- 
ened with being sold out.”

Proposed New Income Tax Rates 
Compared With Present. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The 
new income tax rates decided on 
by President-elect Roosevelt and 
Democratic congressional leaders 
in their conference last night, equal 
the war-time levies, highest ever 
imposed by the*United States. 

They start from a basis 2 per 
cent higher than the rates in force 
this year, which in turn are much 
stiffer than any paid since the 1921 
revenue law was supplanted. 

The drop in exemptions, which 
will tax all unmarried men and 
women with $1000 or more, and all 
married earners receiving $2000 or 
more, compared with exemptions of 
$1000 and $2500 in force this year, 
and $1500 and $3500 on the taxes 
paid during 1932. 

The program now to be attempt- 
ed—6 per cent on the first $4000 of 
income and 12 per cent above that, 
plus a graduated surtax on incomes 
of $6000 or more—was strongly ad- 
vocated in the Senate last session 
by Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, but 
despite considerable support was 
defeated in favor 4 and 8 per cent, 
with the same surtax. 
The yield of the current income 
taxes remains to be shown after 
the March 15 payment date, when 
a huge proportion of the personal 
payments are made in full. The 
estimate last June was that income 
tax receipts would -be increased 
$63,000,000 by the higher normal in- 
come rates, $88,000,000 by the sur- 
taxes and a further $27,000,000 by 
abolition of the earned income 
credit, or a total of $178,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Speak- 
er Garner said today he had a tax 
plan “which I think is not quite as 
painful” as the proposed increase 
in income taxes, but he declined to 
disclose its nature at this time. 
The Speaker, discussing the pro- 
gram which the Democratic lead- 
ers talked over with President- 
elect Roosevelt last night in New 
York, said the Ways and Means 
Committee would not meet to con- 
sider the proposed broadening of 
the income tax base for about two 
weeks. 

Garner said the Democrats would 
concentrate on plans to balance 
the budget, legalize beer, repeal 
the eighteenth amendment and 
enact farm relief legislation. 
Garner said he “went on the pre- 
sumption that Gov. Roosevelt will 
feel it his duty” to call an extra 
session if the program was not ac- 
complished at this session. 
Broadening of the base of the 
income tax would be held in abey- 
ance until final action by President 
Hoover on the beer bill, he said. 
Chairman Collier of the Ways 
and Means Committee and Repre- 
sentative Rainey of Illinois, the 
Democratic floor leader, both said 
the income tax proposal would be 
taken up only as a last resort.

of today’s London newspapers. 
Tributes to nis personal character 
were abunaant. Views were also 
expressed that he had not displayed 
or had not the opportunity to dis- 
play great political capacity. 

The London Times editorially re- 
marked that “singular good for- 
tune” made him President in a pe- 
riod of unprecerented prosperity. It 
continued: “He owed it more to 
his luck than to his wisdom that 
he had not occupied the White 
House in the succeeding years of 


misery and ruin. ... This lonely, 
inarticulate, simple, shrewd man 
was not of today but had the fine 
qualities of the best type of Ameri- 
can plain citizen of the past.” 

The News-Chronicle said: 

“It is possible the people on 
this side of the Atlantic under- 
estimated the real shrewdness 
which underlay his habitual taci- 
turnity. An entire mediocrity does 
not make the impression Coolidge 
did on his countrymen. It is al- 
most certain, however, that they 
overestimated his qualities.” 

Kept Ship on Even Keel. 

The Daily Mail said: 

“Never faced with the necessity 
of making heroic decisions, his task 
was to keep the ship of state on 
an even keel and admirably he ac- 
complished it. History will credit 
him with all the sterling virtues of 
a good New Englander.” 

The Daily Express said: 

“He was not a great President 
but brought to the administration 
a rigid Puritanism and unspectacu- 
lar honesty. His reward for serv- 
ices to his countrymen is a too 
early death.” 

The Manchester Guardian said: 

“The death of Coolidge seems 
like the death of a gt.ost, so com- 
pletely had he passed from the 
forefront of the American scene 
and with him, the whole era over 
which he presided. As his critics 
used to say ‘Cal is no fool.’ It is 
something to have been President 
of the United States for six years 
and to have escaped with that title 
from one’s critics.” 


Did Not Foresee Doom. 


The Guardian said the gravest 
charge against Mr. Coolidg¢ was 
that he did not foresee the ap- 
proaching doom of the American 
doctrine of “prosperity in isolation” 
but that this can be brought against 
men “who should have been far 


better qualified than he to fore- 


see it. 
One of the best things Mr. Coo-

His 
public. career was ever character- 
ized by extreme modesty and he 
blazed an entirely new trail in un- 
selfishness of service. In these days 
of world confusion his judicious, 
calm and wise counsel have con- 
tributed to the solution of many 
perplexing problems. 

“IT have worked with him and 
for him and well know how richly 
he was entitled to the large place 
he held in the hearts and minds of 
the American people. I greatly 
doubt if American history records 
a more generally admired or re 
spected executive than Calvin Cool-

by them to the funeral ceremonies. 

On land and sea, at 30-minute in- 
tervals today, the guns of Ameri- 
can ships and forts reminded those 
in the vicinity that Calvin Coolidge 
was dead. 

Beginning an hour after the 13 
guns fired at Reveille, one gun was 
fired every half hour until retreat. 
The regulations, similar for Army 
and Navy, called for a 48gun sa- 
lute to the union immediately after 
retreat. 

21-Gun Salutes Tomorrow. 

The regulations prescribing the 
military and naval tribute’ that 
shall be paid the memory of a for- 
mer President are the same _ as 
those for a President. 

In posts in different quarters of 
the globe, the men of the. three 
services heard read the official or- 
der of the Secretaries of War and 
Navy announcing the death of Mr. 
Coolidge. 

On the day of the funeral, while 
the body is being taken to the place 
of interment, 21 gun salutes will be 
fired at all posts equipped with the 
gecessary personnel and material. 

All flags will be lowered to half 
staff and officers will wear the 
badge of military mourning around 
the left sleeve of their uniform for 
30 days. 

Public buildings with their half- 
staffed flags indicated the 30-day, 
period of mourning proclaimed by 
President Hoover. The Chief Ex- 


ecutive’s proclamation contained | 
his tribute to Mr. Coolidge: | 

“His name has become in his own 
lifetime a synonym for sagacity 
and wisdom.” 


An immediate adjournment of 
the Senate was decided on today 
in further respect to Calvin 
Coolidge, and in order that many 
Senators may arrange to attend 
the funeral tomorrow. The adjourn- 
ment will be until Monday. 

White House dinners and recep- 
tions for the next month will be 
canceled, including those scheduled 
for the Senate and the House, and 
possibly one for Speaker Garner. 

Secretary of State Stimson said 
Mr. Coolidge was “a most thought- 
ful and considerate chief” and said 
“his leadership in bringing the 
finances of the Federal Govefn- 
ment, after the war period of nec- 
essarily lavish expenditure and in- 
flation, back to a status of govern- 
mental economy and reduction of 
debts and taxes, was one of the 
most important services ever ren- 
dered to this nation.” 

Chief Justice Hughes said of the 
former President: “The country 
has sustained an irreparable loss 
in the death of Calvin Coolidze.

It nad before it an alternative 
scheme for two one-way 40-foot 
roadways, preserving the trees in 
a center park strip. 

The General Council on Civic 
Needs and others advocated the 
double roadway plan to save the 
trees, but the North St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men’s Association and many 
residents of the vicinity thought the 
single roadway preferable. 

The ordinance for paving the 
single roadway, a distance of six 
blocks, will go to the Board of Al- 
dermen this month. It calls for 
either sheet asphalt or Warrenite, 
a patented ashaltic material, at an 
estimated cost of $169,600. Forty 
per cent of the cost will be paid 
with bond funds and the balance 
assessed against adjacent property. 
Cost would have been $180,200 if 
the. double roadway had been or- 
dered. 

The Board of Public Service, said 
President Kinsey, felt it would be 
impossible to have an ordinance for 
the double roadway passed, in view 
of the past sentiment of the Board 
of Aldermen and the objections 
voiced at a public hearing last 
Tuesday. The double roadway 
scheme called for an ordinance to 
turn over a strip of park ground 
26 feet wide for street purposes. 
In order to get the paving started 
next spring, the board felt it wise to 
approve the single roadway, Kinsey 
added. 

Nearly all the trees are mature 
sycamores, more than 13 years 
old. The North St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men’s Association has sug- 
gested transplanting them to a 
nearby section of the park. George 
H. Pring, superintendent of Shaw’s 
Garden, has said it was very doubt- 
ful they could be transplanted suc- 
cessfully.

F. 0. Watts Asks 100 to 
Confer With Committee 
— Campaign to Close 
Next Friday. 


United Relief Campaign workers 
reported today they had obtained 
$24,500 in new subscriptions since 
Wednesday, increasing the total to 
$2,525,734. 

The report was the smallest for 
any meeting of solicitors since the 
campaign opened Dec. 4. Subscrip- 


tions now total 66 per cent of the 
$3,850,000 goal, and are enough, un- 
der the minute plan, to provide for 
the 82 relief agencies until Aug. 28. 
The minute plan requires, in addi- 
tion to funds from the $4,600,000 re- 
lief bond issue, $7.35 for each min- 
utes the agencies operate. 

Frank O. Watts, campaign chair- 
man, announced the final meeting 
of solicitors will be held next Fri- 
day at Hotel Statler. That will 
mark the formal close of the cam- 
paign, but quiet efforts to raise ad- 
ditional funds will be continued. 

Watts has asked about 100 
heads of the larger business firms 
in St. Louis to meet with the cam- 
paign cabinet Monday afternoon in 
the board room of First National 
Bank. 

“At that meeting,” he told solici- 
tors, “I hope we will reach some 
decision which will enable you and 
all of ous to make an intensive ef- 
fort next week to raisé the largest 
amount possible in St. Louis.” 

The subscriptions reported today 
included $5000 from the general di- 
vision, $4500 from the county and 
$15,000 from the employe division. 
No reports were made by the larger 
subscriptions or Negro divisions. 
The totals for each division, revised 
yesterday by campaign auditors and 
including pledges reported today 
are: 

Largeg subscriptions: $1,281,- 
837, or 55 per cent of quota. 

Employe: $894,026, or 94 per 
cent of quota. 

General: $272,860, or 61 per cent 
of quota. 

County: $72,128, or 69 per cent 
of quota. 

Negro: $4880, or 81 per cent of 
quota. 

In the resolicitation to be con- 
ducted during the next week cam- 
paign workers will segk to add at 
least $250,000 to the total. Solicitors 
in the larger subscriptions and 
county divisions are already en- 
gaged in that work, and those of 
the general division today received 
16,000 cards of persons who con- 
tributed last year but gave nothing 
this year or substantially less than 
a year ago. Resolicitation in the 
general division will be confined to 
this group. 

Chairman ~ Watts is sending 
letters to pastors of all churches 
in St. Louis and the county, urg- 
ing them to make special appeals 
for contributions to the campaign 
from their pulpits Sunday. The 
letters read: 

“The United Relief Campaign, 
which is today short of its goal of 
$3,850,000 by more than a million 
dollars, is‘ facing a critical situa- 
tion. Business leaders in charge of 
the campaign consider the emer- 
gency of such a serious nature 
that the campaign has been extend- 
ed into the new year. 

“Starting Monday, Jan. 9, a final 
desperate effort will be made to 
secure the balance of the funds 
needed. 

“A new army of solicitors will 
take the field in an intensive ef- 
fort to reach the more than 60,000 
potential givers of medium amounts 
who have not yet contributed to 
this campaign.” 


The Rev. Dr. Stocking Tells 
How the Student Body 
Finally ‘Discovered’ the 
Youth Who Was to Be 
President. 


student seen through the eyes 

of a St. Louis classmate was 
described for the Post-Dispatch to- 
day by the Rev. Dr. Jay T. Stock- 
ing, pastor of Pilgrim Congregation- 
al Church, who was graduated with 
the former President from Amherst 
in 1895. 

The clergyman, who kept up his 
acquaintanceship with Coolidge af- 
ter he entered the White House, re- 
calls him as shy and diffident in 
college, prone to answer jn mono- 
syllables, given to lonely walks, yet 
possessed of an unexpected talent 
for oratory, which won him recog- 
nition in his junior year. And Dr. 
Stocking produced college publica- 
tions which reflect the campus ca- 
reer of the 23-year-old undergrad- 
uate who was destined to achieve 
the highest office in the gift of the 
nation. 

Prophetic, indeed, is a copy of 
Coolidge’s oration when, as “Grove 
Oratcr” at finals—an honor ten- 
dered him by his senior classmates 
after his earlier displays of foren- 
sic ability—he declared: 

“T am not going to work off any 
song and dance about the cold, cruel 
world. It may not be such a mis- 
fortune to be out of college. It is 
not positive proof that a diploma 
is a wolf because it comes to you 
in sheep’s clothing.” 


Not Bothered by Hecklers. 

Speaking in a grove of oaks on 
the, campus young Coolidge deliv- 
ered his address unperturbed by the 
interruptions of 300 fellow students 
who endeavored to heckle the 
“Grove Orator” in accordance with 
traditional college custom. Dr. 
Stocking recalls that the speaker 
would pause from his manwéscript 
now and then to reply in dry and 
pithy phrases to some of his friend- 
ly foes. 


Much of the address, as dictated 
by tradition, consists of personal 
allusions to fellow students. As 
Coolidge stated in the beginning of 
his speech—“The mantle of truth 
falls upon the Grove orator on 
condition he wear it wrong side out. 
For the Grove oration is intended 
to give a glimpse of the only true 
side of college life — the inside. 
And how can this be displayed but 
by turning things wrong side out? 
That is the grove prerogative. We 
came out of doors to have plenty 
of room. Reconstructed Amherst 
has not yet decreed that ‘fools may 
not speak wisely what wise men do 
foolishly.’ Yet let no one expect 
that this is an occasion for feed- 
ing the multitude—on small 
fishes.” 

But Dr. Stocking has a more 
vivid recollection of his classmate 
than as one of the finalist orators, 
when he shared honors with anoth- 
er élassmate destined to win fame 
—Dwight Whitney Morrow. 

Dr. Stocking remembers eating a 
sumptuous dinner—at a hotel, too, 
rare event of those days—as_ the 
guest of Coolidge and six other 
classmates who finished last in the 
famous “Plug Hat Race,” a junior 
year event at Amherst. 

“Everybody who ran was attired 
in a plug hat and carried a cane,” 
Dr. Stocking recalled. “It was nec- 
essary to run the length of the 
football field, 110 yards, and the 
runners had to cross the finish line 
complete with hat and cane. 

“The last seven to finish had to 
provide a dinner for all the others 
and make speeches, to boot. Cool- 
idge finished last. He didn’t have 
to race, but despite his rather sol- 
itary habits, he tenacously follow- 
ed class custom, and on the day of

the race appeared with a top hat 
and shiny cane. 

“Even today I can recall what he 
said at that dinner, when he was 
assigned to speak on ‘Why I Got 
Stuck.” 

Dr. Stocking said that Coolidge, 
who then signed himself John C. 
Coolidge—the “Calvin” was not 
emphasized until later—concluded 
his address with the whimsical 
words: 


“You couldn’t expect a plow 


horse to make time on the race 
track or a follower of the plow to 
be a Mercury. I want to remind 
you all that the Good Book says the 
last shall be first and the first last.” 

But Coolidge did not come into 
his own in the life of the campus 
unti! that autumn, his classmate re- 
lated, when he spoke in a required 
debate with “such cogency, flu- 
ency and humor that he gave every- 
body the surprise of their lives aad 
became from that minute a lead- 
ing member of the class.” 

Prior to the debate, Coolidge’s 
taciturnity had resulted in his 
classmates laying wagers on the 
question as to whether he would 
announce he was “unprepared” or 
rise and say “I’m for the affirma- 
tive” and sit down. But Dr. Stock- 
ing described him as “an altered 
person” when he rose to speak.

FUGITIVE FROM COLORADO 
PRISON CAUGHT AFTER 15 YEARS 


Prisoner Says He Has Married and 

Built Up Successful Business 

in Cleveland.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 6.—A man 
who said he wsa Harry Stanley, a 
well-to-do Cleveland business man, 
was taken into custody today as a 
fugitive from a Colorado prison.

Ex-President Had Few Contacts. 


With Neighbors; Barber an 
Old Friead. 


By the Associated Press. 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Jan. 6. 
—Few of the townspeople here 
knew Calvin Coolidge. If one asks, 
one gets the answer: “He didn't 
talk much.” 

George Dragon, the barber, was 
an exception. Dragon enjoyed the 
intimacy that clippers and shears 
assure, and he cut the hair of Cal- 
vin Coolidge from the time he was 
a@ college boy. He got up enough 
courage last Thursday to ask Cool- 
idge about the depression, and 
Coolidge was momentarily loqua- 
cious enough to answer that “the 
big men of the country have got to 
do something about it.” 

And there’s the messenger boy 
who remembers that Coolidge said 
“How de do” and wanted to know 
if the Christmas season kept him 
busy. 

“A good fellow,” said tne messen- 
ger boys. “He didn't tip, but he 
was a good fellow.” 

A taxicab driver went to school 
with Calvin Coolidge Jr., the boy 
who died and carried away with 
him “all the power and the glory of 
the presidency.” 

“Yeah, I knew the President,” he 
said. “He didn’t talk much.” 

It is easy to gather the impres- 
sion that Calvin Coolidge went 
about his business in Northampton 
with only a few carefully placed 
“how de do’s” here and there. 

He Made Few Visits. 

Robert S. Smith, caretaker of 
“The Beeches,” is authority for the 
statement that Coolidge never visit- 
ed his neighbors and that his 
neighbors rarely visited him, and 
they only old, close friends. 

There was hurry, but not excite- 
ment, about the city last night as 
newspaper men and photographers 
poured in from Boston and New 
York. 

The lights in “The Beeches” 
burned through the night. The 
house if three stories high, built. of 
shingles. At the gate stood a po- 
liceman and peering through it un- 
til a late hour were many girls, pos- 
sibly Smith College students. 

The man who will preach the fu- 
neral sermon is!31 years old and 
looks much younger. He is the 
Rev. Albert J. Penner, formerly of 
Mountain Lake, near Mankato, 
Minn.

A. D. Penner, still live there. 

Since last September, when he re- 
turned from two years of study in 
Europe, he has been pastor of Ed- 
ward Congregational Church, which 
was founded a hundred years ago 
by Jonathan Edwards. 

First Man Out of Church. 

He knew the Coolidges slightly.

“IT am positive.” 

“It won't get by me.”

Anecdotes of CGoolidge’s Days in 
usetts.

BOSTON, Jan. 6.—Anecdotes re- 
called after the death of Calvin 
Coolidge showed the crisp humor 
of the taciturn man who rose to be 
President. Men who served with 
him in the State Legislature told 
this one: 

While Mr. Coolidge was presiding 
over the State Senate, a heated dis- 
pute arose between two of its mem- 
bers. and terminated with one of 
the legislators telling the other to 
“go to —” ‘ 

The offended Senator appealed to 
Mr. Coolidge ‘and demanded that 
something be done. 

Without changing his expression 

or composure, the former President 
replied: “I have looked up the 
rules; you don’t have to go.” 
It was at the laying of a corner- 
stone. Mr. Coolidge turned the cus- 
tomary spadeful of loam and then 
stood silent while the gathering 
waited for him to speak. When he 
said nothing the master of cere- 
monies asked him if he would favor 
with a few words. : 

Mr.,Coolidge looked at the spade- 
ful of earth he had just turned over 
and said: “That’s a fine fishworm.” 
Whereupon he turned and walked 
to his waiting car. 

One Sabbath after Mr. Coolidge 
had returned from church Mrs. 
Coolidge asked him what the 
preacher had talked about. 

“Sin,” said Mr. Coolidge. 

“What did the preacher say about 
it?” préssed Mrs. Coolidge. 

“He was against it,” said Mr. 
Coolidge. 

While he was a college student 
he returned home for a holiday and 
took a girl to a party. On the re- 
turn trip, made in a sleigh, he took 
his friend to his father’s house for 
coffee. 

His father asked him if he had 
enjoyed himself whereupon the man 
who was to be President answered: 

“I had a fine time, father—I 
didn’t dance.” 

When the Coolidges were living 
in a rented apartment in Northamp- 
ton a reporter asked the President 
if it was true that he paid only $35 
rent. 

“Don’t print that,” said Mr. Cool- 
idge, “it’s really only $82 and he 
might raise it on me.” 

Toward the close of his last term 
as President a reporter asked Mr. 
Coolidge what he intended to do 
when his term expired. 

“I am going back to Vermont and 
whittle for a year or two,” Mr. 
Coolidge answered.

SUIT FILED TO BAR 
GUT IN RAIL TAXES 


Equalization Board Majority 
Denies Shartel’s Right to 
Arrange Consent Degree. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6.--Four 
members of the Missouri State 
Board of Equalization today filed a 
motion in Federabh District Court 
here to set aside a judgment of the 
Court last Saturday, permanently 
restraining the board from enforc- 
ing a 10 per cent increase in the 
tax assessments of 20 steam rail- 
roads, on the ground the consent 
decree, agreed to by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Shartel, had not been author- 
ized by the board. 
The motion states that the action 
of Shartel, the fifth member of the 
board, in entering into a stipulation 
agreeing to the judgment, was exe- 
cuted without the knowledge or 
consent of the board, and was in 
opposition to the previously express- 
ed opinion of the board majority 
that the case should be fought to a 
finish. 
Shartel, who had insisted his de- 
partment represent the State board 
in its defense of the assessments, 
after 20 of the 53 railroads in the 
State had filed suit in Federal 
Court to restrain enforcement of 
the increase, previously had opposed 
the increase in hearings by the 
board and had contended for a re- 
duction. He was regulary outvoted, 
four to one. 

When the board proposed to em- 
ploy special counsel, because of 
Shartel’s advocacy of a reductivn 
for the railroads, Shartel blocked 
the move. He informed the board 
it had no authority to employ or 
pay special cotinsel, and stated spe- 
cial attorneys, if employed, probably 
would not be permitted to partici- 
pate in the case. 

The board had rejected a com- 
promise proposed by the railroads 
and the majority had agreed to car- 
ry the case to a finish. The four 
board members learned of Shartel’s 
subsequent action in agreeing to 
the decree against his client, the 
board, through newspaper dis- 
patches. 

The degree, preventing the in- 
crease, if it remains in force, will 
Save the railroads from $450,000 ta 
$500,000 in State, county municipal 
and school district taxes for 1932, 
according) to estimates by State 
Treasurer Brunk. 

The four members who signed the 
petition are: Gov. Caulfield, Secre- 
tary of State Becker, State Audi- 
tor Thompson and Brunk, all of 
whom retire from office on Mon- 
day, together with Shartel. 

The motion was filed to clear the 
way for Attorney-General-elect Roy 
McKittrick to ask for a reopening 
of the case after he takes office 
Monday. It was designed to place 
in the court record the fact that 
Shartel, in agreeing to a judgment 
against the board, had acted in op- 
position to the expressed desires of 
the board he was representing.as 
attorney.

TACITURNITY MYTHS 


Declares Former President 
Talked Freely With Those 
in Whom He Had Con- 
fidence. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. — Cal- 
vin Coolidge, on Dec. 31, wrote a 
letter from Northampton to one of 
his closest friends in Washington, 
Edward T. Clark, his secretary for 
eight years, which included his 
stay in the White House, saying: 

“No one can tell these days what 
a short time of three or four years 
may bring forth, but of course I 
know that my work is done.” | 

“That was not a premonition,” 
Clark said as he told about’ the 
letter. “It was just a statement 
of fact. He had worked hard, fin- 
ished his work, and was getting 
ready for a rest.” 

Clark recalled another instance 
when Mr. Coolidge decided he had 
completed a job and refused to 
listen to anybody else. That was 
when he issued his famous state- 
ment: “I do not choose to run for 
President in 1928.” 

“He felt,’ Clark said, “that his 
task had been to deflate a war- 
time government. No one _ ever 
knew Calvin Coolidge as well as he 
knew himself, and when he decided 
that his job was done, that was 
that. 

“Some people say he was smart 
enough to see what was coming. 
They do him an injustice. That 
did not affect his decision. He 
had just finished a job, that was 
all.” 

Not Satisfied With Deflation. 

However, Clark recalled, Cool- 
idge hadn't succeeded in _ deflating 
things as much as he would have 
liked. 

“It was about that time,” Clark 
said, “that he made the speech in 
which he said, as I recall it, that 
‘the Government of the United 
States is costing almost more than 
it is worth.’ Then he told me: 
*The people still believe in economy, 
but they won't listen to me.’” 

Clark first met Mr. Coolidge at 
Amherst. The former President was 
graduated in 1895, and the following 
year Clark roomed with the son of 
a lawyer im whose office Coolidge 
began his law practice. The friend- 
ship between the two brought Clark 
to Washington as secretary to the 
Vice-President in 1920 and took him 
to the White House when Coolidge 
went there. 

“Really.the greatest thing about 
Coolidge as President was his abil- 
ity to get at the principle involved 
in any piece of legislation,” Clark 
said. “He wasn't a super man or 
anything of that kind, but he did 
have insight. Having once got at 
the principal point, it was easy for 
him to make up his mind because 
that point was either right or 
wrong. 

Myth of Silence. 

“Incidentally, the stories about 
Coolidge's not talking just built up 
a myth. He would talk, always, 
with the utmost freedom to those 
in whom he had confidence. Of 
course, if a man just wanted to go 
out and say ‘the President told me 
so-and-so’ Mr. Coclidge usually had

Michigan Docter Ended Life After 
Deaths of Men From Overdose

Coolidge Regarded Himself 
As the Healthiest President 


Urged Retreat in Hills for His Successors in 
Article Written for Post-Dispatch 
Four.and Half Years Ago. 


“I have been the healthiest Presi- 
dent that the country has ever 
had.” 

This was Calvin Coolidge’s esti- 
mate of his own physical condition, 
made in an article written four 
and a half years ago, for publica- 
tion in the Fiftieth Anniversary 
Number of the Post-Dispatch. He 
had then been more than five years 
in the presidency. He wrote from 
Superior, Wis., where he was specd- 
ing the summer. 

President Coolidge’s article, re- 
plying to a request that he discuss 
some phase of the presidential of- 
fice, related to the sybject of the 
President's health. This subject, he 
said,, was one often broached, but 
“nothing is ever done” about ‘t, 
though its importance was recog- 
nized. 

“I refer to the health and hys-

How He Kept Well. 

“My ability to keep well has not 
been due to a particularly robust 
constitution or any extraordinary 
efforts in physical exercise.

Very little work 
has been done before breakfast, but 
usually I have taken a short walk 
and during the winter season a

It will be seen that 
in the matter of exercise my efforts 
have been toward a conservation 
of time. Such activities have b2en 
adopted as could be put into oper- 
ation at once without the necessity 
of a change of clothing or travel to 
some other location before exercise 


could begin. 


“The duties of the presidency are 
extremely heavy. The responsibili- 
ties are overwhelming. But it is 
my opinion that a man of ordinary 
strength can carry them if he will 
confine himself very strictly to a 
performance of the duties that are 
imposed upon him by the Constitu- 
tion and the law.”

His Plan for a Retreat. 

This was a plan for a country 
place in the hills, “within easy 
striking distance of Washington,” 
where the President might go for 
short periods without the extensive 
preparations necessary for the 
usual journeys to a summer home, 
such as the one in Wisconsin which 
he was then occupying. Such a 
place, he said, should afford a com- 
plete change of atmosphere, and 
should have facilities for receiving 
guests. 

It appeared that Mr. Coolidge had 
in mind the Weather Bureau Sta- 
tion on Mount Weather, Va., 60 
miles from Washington. An appro- 
priation of $48,000 for a presidential 
retreat at that location was pro- 
posed in Congress, but failed, part- 
ly because President Hoover, who 
succeeded to the office in March, 
1929, preferred another outing loca- 
tion. 

Mr. Hoover bought his own Vir- 
ginia mountain retreat,  Rapidan 
Camp, paying about $15,000 for it 
and spending nearly $200,000 on it. 
This camp was the scene of numer- 
ous fishing parties, and of Mr. 
Hoover’s famous conference with 
Ramsay MacDonald, British Pre- 
mier. Last month Mr. Hoover pre- 
sented the camp to the State of 
Virginia, recommending that it be 
reserved for the use of succeeding 
Presidents. 


BATTLE I RESUMED 
NAR SHANHAIKWAN 


Japanese and Chinese Forces 


on Opposite Sides of River 
Engaged. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 6.—Two days 
of quiet on the Shanhaikwan battle 
front was broken today by a re- 
newal of hostilities between Chi- 
nese and Japanese forces. 

Rifle fire broke out on the battle 
line extending from one mile west 
of Shanhaikwan to near the limits 
of Chingwangtao, a seaport which 
is several miles southwest of Shan- 
haikwan. The opposing armies 
faced each other from _ opposite 
banks of the Tashih River. 

Driven from the walled city of 
Shanhaikwan, China’s northern 
railway exit, the Chinese were re- 
ported bringing up reinforcements 
from Tientsin on the _ railroad 
which passes through Chingwang- 
tao. Japanese warships were gath- 
ering in the Chingwangtao harbor 
and today additional Japanese 
troops and ammunition were -re- 
ported to have been taken into 
Shanhaikwan from Manchuria. 

Further operations on the scale 
of the terrific three-day bombard- 
ment and street battle for posses- 
sion, of Shanhaikwan early this 
week were indicated py the troop 
concentrations. 

Chinese Fear Fresh Advance. 

Chinese officials at Nanking pro- 
fessed to believe the Japanese Gov- 
ernment’s announced policy to 
“localize” the Shanhaikwan inci- 
dent was a “smoke screen” and 
they feared the Japanese would 
push along the railroad leading to 
Tientsin and Peiping or else begin 
their long predicted drive north- 
west into Jehol in a campaign to 
add that province to Manchukuo, 
the Japanese-sponsored Manchu- 
rian state. 

The Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment officials stated no negotia- 
tions were under way at present 
seeking a settlement of the conflict. 

Restrictions that world Powers 
imposed upon China in the Peking 
protocol of 1901, an outgrowth of 
the Boxer siege of Peking, forces 
China to share strategic positions 
“with the enemy” and it can only 
result “in tragedies like Shan- 
haikwan,” Gen. Ho Chu-kuo, com- 
mander of the ousted Shanhaikwan 
garrison, said today in a statement 
explaining his defeat. 

Defenders Praised. 

There was widespread condemna- 
tion of Marshall Chang MHsiao- 
liang, military ruler of Northern 
China, for not providing adequate 
defense for Shanhaikwan. In con- 
trast, Gen Ho has been praised for 
his “magnificent battle” and his 
statement was receiving nation- 
wide circulation. 

The statement referred to the 
agreement by which other Powers, 
including Japan, are permitted to 
station troops in North China to 
keep traffic open from the coast to 


tion had been even more anomalous 
since September, 1931, when the 
Japanese invasion of Manchuria 
began.

Alvarez was admitted tto the 
Municipal Hospital early in the 
morning. He was wounded and, at 
the time, unidentified. After he 
died the identification was estah- 
lished and subsequently police an- 
nounced he had been shot when he 
tried to escape. An autopsy r-port 
said powder burns on the temple 
indicated the bullet wag fired “rom 
a short distance. 

Police had’ established that Alvz- 
rez owned a green automobile «:imi- 
lar to the one used last July in the 
slaying of Miguel Calvo, a police 
official. They also xleclared he 
had confessed being ne of the oc- 
cupants of the autonmtdbile used by 
the assassins of Vasquez Bello. 


Earth Shocks in Thessaly.

VON PAPEN SAID TO BE TRYING 
TO MAKE HITLER CHANCELLOR 


Former Chancellor and Nazi Leader 
Made Peace at Cologne 
Conference. 

BERLIN, Jan. 6.—The newspaper 
Taegliche Rundschay, considered to 
be a mouthpiece for Chancellor von 
Schleicher,~says Adolf Hitler, the 
National Socialist leader, and for- 
mer Chancellor von Papen, hitherto 
arch enemies, met in Cologne 
Wednesday at the home of Baron 
Kurt von Schroeder, a partner in 
the private bank of J. H. Stein. 

The purpose of .the conference 
was “to consider the possibilities of 
attempting once more to make 
Hitler Chancellor. In view of Von 
Papen’s close personal relations 
with the German President, it is 
apparently hoped that he can pre- 
vail upon the President to drop his 
misgivings against a Hitler Chan- 
cellorship.” 


DECREASE IN -U. $. IMPORTS 


Drop of 20 Per Cent Reported for 
First Nine Months of 1932. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—A re- 
view of import trade figures for 
the first nine months of 1932, is- 
sued yesterday by the foreign com- 
merce department of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
showed a decline of 20 per cent in 
quantity and 37 per cent in value 
as compared to the corresponding 
period of 1931. 

The United Kingdom maintained 
its place as the world’s largest im- 
port market, with the United States 
second, France third and Germany 
fourth. Imports to this country in 
the nine mont!s totaled $1,015,749,- 
000. The chamber reported that im- 
port prices were off about 25 per 
cent from the preceding year. “The 
net customs receipts for the nine 
months,” the statement said, “were 
$188,659,000 as compared with $269,- 
882,000 in 1938, a decline in customs 
revenue of 29 per cent.” 


TWO. ARGENTINEANS EXILED 


Ex-President and Radical Leader 
Accused in Revolt Pilot.

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 6—The 
Government yesterday ordered for- 
mer President Marcelo T. de Al- 
vear and Radical Leader Adolfo 
Guemes sent to Martin Garcia, the 
exile island where former Presi- 
dent Hippolito Yrigoyen is a pris- 
oner, pending trial for complicity 
in the recéntly frustrated revolu- 
tionary plot. 

Former Mayor Carlos Noel, for- 
mer Minister of Interior Jose Tam- 
borini, and Honorio Pueyrredon, 
who has served as Chancellor and 
Ambassador to the United States, 
were given the option of leaving 
the country or accepting detention 
wherever the Government. desig- 
nates. They have been held on the 
cruiser Veinticinco de Mayo since 
the plot was exposed in mid-De- 
cember. 


STATE TRIBUTE 10 COOLIDGE 


Missouri Legislature Adopts Reso- 
lutions and Adjourns. 
By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6— 
Resolutions expressing the sorrow 
of the House and Senate over the 
death of former President Calvin 
Coolidge were adopted unanimously 
today. A copy of the resolutions 
will be sent to Mrs. Coolidge. 

The resolutions referred to the 
thirtieth President of the United 
States as a “distinguished servant,” 
and called his death the “nation’s 
loss.” The House and Senate ad- 
journed until Monday out of respect 
to the memory of Mr. Coolidge. 

Both the United States and Mis- 
souri flags on the Statehouse 
grounds were placed at half staff 
this morning in memory of former 
President Coolidge. The flags will 
continue to be displayed at half 
mast throughout the 30-day period 
of mourning designated by Presi- 
dent Hoover.

La Guardia Calls Republic- 
ans to Meet While Bitter 
Debate Continues on Al- 
lotment Plan.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Debate 

continued in the House today over 

the newest farm-relief plan, with 


one of its Republican supporters— 
Ketcham of Michigan—insisting the 
domestic allotment scheme wovld 
aid agricultural prices. 

Better prices are “the most sig- 
nificant need of agriculture today,” 
he declared. “Last year the farmer 
paid $586,000,000 in interest on nis 
mortgages. In terms of wheat that 
woul dmean 1,420,000,000 bushels. 
That is why we must have better 
prices for the grower.” 

Republican independents, mean- 
while, were studying the bill, seek- 
ing to unite in their attitude. The 
group was called together by Rep- 
resentative La Guardia (Rep.), 
New York. : 

Vote Likely Next Week. 

Chance of final House action on 
the bill before the middle of next 
week seemed slight. 

Still More Opposition. 

Representative Adkins (Rep.), 
Illinois, in opposing the bill, said he 
did not know “how it can be effec- 
tively applied to hogs.” 

“Who knows how the Secretary 
of Agriculture would interest this 
bill?” he asked. 

“I don’t know how you can per- 
suade the farmer this plan will give 
him any benefit. Farmers have 
written me they consider it just an- 
other farm board. 

Another Republican advocate of 
the bill, Hope of Kansas, said it 
made little difference to the con- 
sumer whether commodity prices 
were increased “by a sales tax or 
some other means.” 

“I can’t understand some of the 
talk against this bill on the Repub- 
lican side,” Hope said. “I’ve always 
been taught it was good Republi- 
can doctrine that when you make 
possible higher wages in industry 
through a tariff, you benefit all 
sections of the country. This pro- 
poses to give the farmer higher 
prices and on. that doctrine it 
should benefit industry.” 

Nelson of Migsouri, Democrat, in 
opposing the Festi allotment 
bill, said he h been told Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt favored the 
plan. 

“I’m a Democrat and I'd like to 
go along with the next President 
of the United States,” he said. 

“I believe in him. I feel he is 
the hope not only of America bu: 
of the world. 

“I’m told that this is the plan 
that has been sold to Mr. Roose- 
velt. If it has been, I am going 
to do the best I can to see that 
he must never pay for it, that my

Party lines are breaking and a 
fight between members from rural 
and urban sections is developing, 
with those from the latter alarmed 
at the effect the measure may have 
upon prices to the consumer.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The 
House of Representatives by reeo- 
lution today asked the Reconstruc- 
tion ,Corporation for a report of 
loans made in its first five months 
of existence last year and. plans 
were made for the corporation to

The report wi} 
involve 5084 loans, aggregating $1,- 
054,814,487. 

The action was taken a few min- 
utes after the Banking Committee 
had favorably reported the resvlu- 
tion by Representative Howard 
(Dem.), Nebraska, asking the agen- 
cy to tell to m money went 
from February to June, 1932.

On Behalf of Small Business. 

Qo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RECENT pronouncement of Atlee 
Pomerene anent “parasite” banks 

which, being 75 per cent or more liquid, 
still refuse loans to customers, calls at- 
tention to a situation which is throttling 
the business of the country, especially 
that of the smaller firms. 

There can be no question but that the 
prompt action of the R. F. C. saved many 
banks from suffering extinction when 
panicky depositors withdrew their funds. 
However, after this condition ceased, the 
R. F. C. apparently brought pressure to 
bear on the banks to repay the loans 
made them during the stringency, with 
the result-that, according to Mr. Pome- 
rene’s figures, 90 per cent of the banks 
cannot make loans to their customers 
but, on the contrary, are urging the re- 
payment of loans so as to reduce the 
banks’ indebtedness to the R. F. C. 

The result is that the small merchant 
uses his meager profits to reduce his loan 
at the bank and, to balance matters, dis- 
charges another clerk. The bank takes 
the merchant's money to the R. F. C. 
and reduces its obligations, but at this 
point movement ceases and the money 
fails to return to circulation. Eventual- 
ly both individual and bank are out of 
debt, but multitudes are out of work, 
and we recognize that liquidation may 
proceed too rapidly for financial stabil- 
ity. Exxpansion of business has never 
taken place in the face of diminishing 
capital on which to carry on business. 

We grant the European nations mora- 
toriums, but we take no steps to pro- 
vide our own banks with any deferment, 
so that the money received in liquida- 
tion of notes may be turned back into 
circulation and assist the small business 
man to expand, if only slightly, so that 
discharges of workmen may cease and 
the “boss” smile over a trifle more profit. 
How could this be accomplished? Merely 
by the R. F. C. temporarily reducing its 
interest rates to 2 or 3 per cent. 

Thus, in communities where money is 
Cheap and additional capital not re- 
quired, R. F. C. loans will continue to 
be paid off, while in places where de- 
mand is strong and interest rates high, 
the local bank will profit by allowing its 
R. F. C. loan to run and making con- 
servative loans such as will help its com- 
munity, the bank profiting by the differ- 
ence in interest rates. 

The continued drag on the smal! busi- 
ness man as at present will put him in 
bankruptcy and later close many of our 
financial institutions for lack of suf- 
ficient profit to pay expenses. Yes, it is 
true the R. F. C. prevented our being 
shot, but it is now slowly choking us to 
death. We are discovering that a quick 
end is less painful than a slow one.

“St. Louis in 1932,” and desire to take 
issue with your statement that the prin- 
ciple of assessing and levying most of the 
benefit assessments against abutting and 
adjacent property for street widening is 
fundamentally sound. 

I understand there was to be a report 
presented by a committee of the Genera! 
Council on Civic Needs en economic ef- 
fects of street widening, but for some 
reason or other, this committee side- 
stepped this phase of its report. From my 
personal point of view, the only reason- 
able and fair way to judge the merits of 
your statement is by a summary of re- 
sults on streets which have already been 
widened. 

As a property owner on Morgan street 
and after consultation with many other 
property owners there, I consider the 
amount of benefit assessments charged 
against property owners altogether out- 
rageous, unjust, confiscatory in many in- 
stances, and out of ajl proportion to any 
benefits. 

As far as street widenings increasing 
the value of property or the business of 
tenants is concerned, I believe that really 
exactly the opposite is true, These wid- 
ened arteries serve only as a means of 
ingress and egress to fast-moving auto- 

mobiles from and into th edowntown dis- 
trict. While a few of the larger depart- 
ment stores may benefit, the merchants 
who are trying to operate businesses are 
really handicapped and injured rather 
than benefited. Therefore, this entire 
matter of benefit and damage assess- 
ments should be readjusted at once on a 
fair and equitable basis, with the city 
paying a much greater share and the 
property owners less than at present. 

In order to get at the facts regarding 
the economic benefit’ or disadvantages of 
atreet widenings, I would appreciate if 
any and all property owners who feel 
they have been taxed out of all propor- 
tion to the benefits received from such 
widenings on Washington, Franklin, 
Olive, Chouteay and Gravois avenue 
would write me personally, immediately, 
their honest convictions aboyt this matter 
after the experience of severe) years.

THAT PROPOSED TAX CUT. 


In recommending an assessment cut of 20 per cent, 
based on the 1931 figure, the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment heeds the plea of the times for lower 
taxes. If the recommendation is adopted, some $3,000,- 
000 will be subtracted from the tax bill, and relief 
will be given to many home owners now at their 
wits’ ends to find the means to pay their taxes. 

Yet it is hard to believe that the board is quite 
Sincere in this action, or that it is not being merely 
political. It could prove its sincerity by mapping out 
an economy program, and illustrating how the city 
could save this sum without impairing essential 
services. No matter how hard the times are, the 
city must be provided with police and fire protec- 
tion, water, street lighting, garbage removal and so 
on. Any economy which makes it impossible to ful- 
fill these functions is a false one. 

We know that there is a good deal of waste and 
extravagance in the city government, but the board 
does not indicate where it is. We know several mil- 
lions could be saved by eliminating this waste and 
by structural changes in the city government, but 
the board has no program for such.changes. At least, 
it has not made one public. 

Merely recommending a slash of city revenue is 
not the way to approach this problem, and the mem- 
bers of the board know it. Let them come clean 
with the public and tell how the money is to be 
saved. Let them tell what, if anything, the Legisla- 
ture will be asked to do toward changing laws which 
now prevent municipal economy. Let them assure 
the community that they have a coherent and intelli- 
gent economy program. 
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WHO WON THE ELECTION? 


To the confused agitation for a beer bill, a Senate 
subcommittee yesterday added a repeal resolution 
which will serve only to add to the babel over the 
question of prohibition. The resolution, approved by 
two Democrats and two Republicans, and opposed 
only by Senator Borah, is an embodiment of thé Re 
publican plank, rather than the Democratic one, and 
it becomes timely to inquire: “Who won the elec 
tion?” The people had before them on Nov. 8 both 
party platforms, and they supported the Democratic 
platform, declaring for naked repeal. 

The Senate repeal resolution, instead of being 
naked, is an overstuffed affair. It continues the evil 
of legislation in the Constitution by prohibiting the 
shipment of liquor into dry states, though the Webb 
Kenyon bill, covering the same ground, is still in the 
statute books. Why complicate the situation by put 
ting such a provision into the organic law of the land? 
The resolution gives Congress concurrent power to 
ban the saloon. In our opinion, the saloon, ag it 
existed in the old days, is dead forever, but we strong- 
ly believe that the question should be left to the 
states. So does the Democratic platform. 

In another important particular, the Senate reso- 
lution departs from both party platforms, by stipu, 
lating that the resolution be submitted for ratification 
to the Legislatures, rather than to conventions, We 
had supposed there was no further donbt in anyone's 
mind that the latter method, representing a more ac 
curate expression of popular will, should be employed 
to settle the prohibition question. But, with @ curi- 
ous heediessness of all that has transpired since the 
famous decision of Judge Clark of New Jersey, the 
Senate subcommittee calmly prescribes ratification by 
Legislatures. 

We do not believe this hybrid product of a sub- 
committee will pass. When it is dragged into the 
view of the full committee, and certainly when it 
reaches the floor of the Senate, if it lives that long,

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, DEBTS OF HONOR: ~ 

/ Senator Hiram Johnson of California was at his 
wrathful best in his speech on the war debts. His 
words were bitter. The propriety of his speech may, 
possibly, be questioned. Its truth cannot be. No 
statement of fact in his biting arraignment can be 
challenged. We provided those nations with money, 
when money was their very breath of life. There 
was no intimation, then, that those loans were our 
contribution to a “common enterprise.” The money 
was advanced in good faith. The debts, when con- 
tracted, were debts of honor. They are debts of honor 
today, payable and due. 

It is well, too, we think, to put it into the record, as 
Senator Johnson has done, that when the time came 
for exacting the spoils, the United States was not a 
partner in the “common enterprise.” We neither 
asked nor accepted any share in the loot. And, so 
far from being the “Uncle Shylock” which a London 
paper urfgratefully dubbed us, the United States has 
been a generous creditor. In the settlement terms of 
the debts we have written off billions. 

Thus far, we are all obliged to go along step by 
step in full accord with Senator Johnson. It may be 
further agreed that some of the interests that are 
enthusiastically advocating cancelation are actuated 
by selfish motives. But to condemn all proponents 
of adjustment of the war debts, as Senator Johnson 
impliedly did, seems to us unfair. There will be little 
dissent, we believe, from the statement that in this 
deeply troubled world the war debts are a difficult, 
troublesome factor. Whether cancelation would loose 
the chains and set the world on the road to recovery 
we frankly do not know, and we doubt that anyone 
knows. Men of various consequence think that can- 
celation would be a grant of a new lease of economic 
life. They are sincere in their conviction. Their 
opinion in many instances, by reason of their spe 
cialized knowledge, commands respect. But they don’t 
know. In any event, they cannot demonstrate to the 
anxious people of America that this happy result 
would follow. If they could demonstrate it, public 
opinion would order cancelation instanter. A pros- 
perous world is the absorbing hope of the hour; it is 
humanity’s dream of salvation. 

Let there be no mistake about the validity of the 
war debts, or about the obligation of the debtors to 
pay when and how they can. And France might at 
this moment ponder the ultimatum of her great citi- 
zen, former Premier Herriot, that there is only one 
kind of probity—the same for a nation as for an in- 
dividual. But statesmen must, of all men, face re 
alities, The world is in the grip of a crisis. States 
men should not be concerned primarily now with the 
collection of accounts. What is nominated in the 
bond may wait. A crumbling civilization cannot wait. 
If the war debts are strangling the nations, and if 
some adjustment of them can be reached which would 
start the wheels of industry, help revive trade and 
commerce, get business going again, it is the bind- 
ing duty of statesmanship to make that adjustment.

The Farm Bill—A Portent 


T IS no exaggeration to say that the 
| farm bill reported to the House of Repre- 

sentatives is a measure to establish a 
temporary dictatorship for the relief of the 
producers of wheat, cotton, tobacco and 
hogs. The bill bears a certain resemblance 
to the voluntary domestic allotment plan, 
in that it proposes to tax the buyers of 
farm products and to use the proceeds to 
reward farmers to reduce their production. 
But the actual bill reported by the Agricul- 
tural Committee differs radically from the 
original plan. In the place of a specific 
tax fixed by Congress, 42 cents a bushel on 
wheat and so on, this bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Agriculture to levy any tax 
he considers necessary, and to change the 
tax whenever he thinks it necessary, in or- 
der to make wheat, cotton, tobacco and hogs. 
as valuable as they were before the war. 

In place of the elaborate but careful and 
conscientious proposals of the original plan 
for contracts with the farmers to control 
their production, this bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Agriculture to pay the bounty 
when it appears that production has been 
reduced 20 per cent. The original ph 
called for a decentralized control of IR weg 
tion and a bounty fixed by law. The presént 
bill throws the whole power of taxation and 
control into the hands of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and authorizes him to relieve 
the farmers by decree. He is even given 
the power to say what a farmer may not 
do with the 20 per cent of his acreage with- 
drawn from the production of wheat, cotton, 
tobacco. 


The upper limit of the Secretary's power 
is the difference between the price received 
by the farmer and the theoretical price the 
farmer would receive ifthis wheat or cotton 
or tobacco or hogs were as valuable relative 
to all other goods as they were in the years 
before the war. If, for example, the farmer 
is today receiving 30 cents a bushel for 
wheat and statistical calculations show that 
he ought to be receiving 90 cents in order 
to have the same purchasing power as in 
1918, the Secretary of Agriculture must tax 
the miller of wheat 60 cents a bushel and 
turn over the proceedg to the farmer who 
has reduced his acreage 20 per cent. 

The theory of the bill is that if these par- 


ticular groups 6f farmers are given a mo- 


nopoly of the domestic market, the dictator 
can force prices upward by any desired 
amount if he can reduce the supply and 
also levy any tax that may be necessary, To 
achieve the purpose of the bill, there is no 
limit to the tax that the Secretary can im- 
pose. He can lay taxes of 300 or 400 or 
500 per cent (in fact, he must lay them if 
they are needed), in order to make wheat, 
cotton, tobacco and hogs as valuable as they 
were 20 years ago. 

It may be asked why the authors of this 
bill look back with such longing to the pre- 
war status of agriculture, That is the gold- 
en age to which they propose ‘to return, if 
it takes a dictatorship to do it. The an-

It will be recalled that in those years the 
problem of the day was not the low return 
to farmers, but the high cost of living, It 
will be recalled, too, that those were the 
days when the wage-earners were frequently 
on strike in an attempt to maintain their 
real income. 
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Since the war, these tendencies have been 
reversed. The volume of farm production 
has greatly increased; the surplus has had 
to be sold in world markets glutted by the 
increased production of new lands opened 
to farming in Canada, in South America and 
elsewhere. At the same time, manufactur- 
ing has, by means of tariffs, mergers and 
various devices for the control of produc- 
tion, succeeded in keeping up relative prices. 
The result has been that the producers of 
agricultural staples have been losing ground, 
whereas those concerned in manufacture 
have been gaining ground.

HE theory of proportional representa- 

tion—a voting system used to insure 
minority voice in government by Australia, 
the Irish Free State and many other coun- 
tries and cities of the world—has made its 
bow to the consciousness of New York City. 
How does it work? 

The simplest explanation is the story of 
its use, 80 years ago, in a boys’ school. The 
master turned the boys loose to elect a coun- 
cil of five. The older boys locked up the 
young ones and put themselves in the jobs. 
The master ordered a new election. He put 
10 chairs in the school yard. He had the 
10 candidates for the five places stand on 
the chairs, and left the boys with instruc 
tions to gather about the five they wanted 
ag councilmen. Thirty gathered about one 
boy, while others had only two or three sup 
porters. ‘ 

One bey conceived the idea that the lead- 
ing candidate needed only 20 of the hun- 
dred to be elected. He suggested that the 
10 others go to their second choices. This 
process of stripping the top boys of un 
needed votes and abandoning those with 
too few votes to be in the running elected 
the five most popular candidates. : 

In a city or borough election of council 
men, if five men are to be elected and there 
are 100,000 votes, the first candidate getting 
20,000 first choices is declated elected.

HE theory of proportional representa- 
tion—a voting system used to insure 
minority voice in government by Australia, 
the Irish Free State and many other coun- 
tries and cities of the world—has made its 
bow to the consciousness of New York City. 

How does it work? 

The simplest explanation is the story of | 
fits use, 80 years ago, in a boys’ school. The 
Master turned the boys loose to elect a coun- 
cil of five. The older boys locked up the 
young ones and put themselves in the jobs. 
The master ordered a new election. He put 
10 chairs in the school yard. He had the 
10 candidates for the five places stand on 
the chairs, and left the boys with instruc 
tions to gather about the five they wanted 
as councilmen. Thirty gathered about one 
boy, while others had only two or three sup- 
| porters. 

One boy conceived the idea that the lead- 
ing candidate needed only 20 of the hun- 
dred to be elected.

FORMER COOLIDGE PHYSICIAN 
FAVORS PERFORMING AUTOPSY 


His White House Doctor Had Ex- 


~ pected Ex-President to 
Live Many Years. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—An au- 
topsy on the body of former Pres- 
ident Calvin Coolidge was suggested 
by his White House physician, Dr. 
James F. Coupal, who added em- 
phatically he did not propose this 
in the belief there was any un- 
toward factor in his death. 

Coupal explained his suggestion 
with the remark that he thought 
more autopsies should be perform- 
@d and that if prominent persons 
were subjects, the practice would 
increase greatly. 

From the store of his experience 
as White House doctor all the 
time Mr. Coolidge was in office, 
Coupal said that. he left the White 
House with “every indication he 
would live to a ripe old age.” He 
said it was “the philosophical abil- 
ity of not taking himself too seri- 
ously” which saved him from a 
breakdown under the burdens of 
the presidency.

BASKETBALL TONIGHT 


THORNHILL WILL 
BE NEW COACH 
AT STANFORD U 


By the Associated Press. 

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Cal. 
Jan. 6.—Stanford University’s foot- 
ball fortunes today were virtually 
in the hands of Claude Earl “Tiny” 
Thornhill, protege of Glenn SB. 
(Pop) Warner, as a result of a 
recommendation made by the board 
of athletic control. 

His appointment to succeed War- 
ner as head ctach awaits approval 
of Dr. Robert E. Swain, acting 

president of the university, and the 
tcc mspamardt s board of trustees. This 
approval is generally considered a 
formality. Warner resigned to be- 
come football coach at Temple. 

The athletic board last night also 
recommended Ernie Nevers, former 
Stanford fullback and an aide to 
Warner in 1932, as Thornhill’s chief 
assistant. 

Thornhill, Stanford assistant 
coach, announced acceptance of the 
post and one of the first to offer 
congratulations was Warner. “The 
best possible selection,” was his 
comment. 

Thornhill learned his football at 
the University of Pittsburgh under 
Warner. He enrolled in 1913 and 
was graduated in 1917. He was 
named all-America tackle on the 
1916 team which has been called 
the greatest in Pittsburgh’s grid- 
iron history. Jock Sutherland, 
present Pittsburgh coach, played 
guard on the same eleven. 

Thornhill was graduated as a 
mining engineer but the ink was 
hardly dry on his diploma before 
he was playing professional foot- 
ball at Massillon, O., birthplace of 
the pro game. He later coached 
pro football at Cleveland. 

After two years army service in 
the World War, he began his col- 
lege coaching career. at Centre 
College where he was assistant in 
1920 and 1921. When Warner ac- 
cepted the coaching position at

Pennsylvania Man Establishes 
Educational Centers for 
Women. 


Newspapers last week told of the 
bequest of a Waynesville, Pa., man 
to found educational clinics where 
women might learn to cut meats 
and to figure costs of various cuts. 

In most large cities women may 
buy any cut of meat, but could 
well profit by learning to know the 
grades of meats and characteristics 
of beef, lambs, pork, etc. 

It is easy to distinguish between 
lamb and mutton as there is a de- 
cided difference in color. Good 
lamb is a rich, pinkish red in col- 
or. The meat is fine grained, firm 
and of a velvety texture. A fair 
covering and some mottling or 
marbling of fat insures a good 
flavor. The bone of young lamb is 
porous and red in color. The fore- 


foot- ankle joint is jagged or un- 


even, showi that the bone was 
sufficiently }porous to break the 
forefoot joint. This is known as 
the “break joint” and is found 
only in lamb. 

Mutton is a grayish or brick red 
in color. The flesh is fine grained 
and when of good quality is firm- 
er than the flesh of lamb, and it 


has a rather thick outer covering’) ' 


of white brittle fat. The bones are 
larger than in the lamb animal 
and are very white and flintlike. 
The forefoot joint is smooth and 
dry, showing that the forefoot was 
removed at the joint proper. 
Cured and Fresh Pork. 

Although most of the pork an- 
imal is cured and smoked, the loin, 
rib and shoulder are generally sold 
as fresh pork. The lean of fresh 
pork from a good young carcass is 
grayish white turning to a deli- 
cate rose color in the older ani- 
mal, firm and velvety in texture 
and fine, smooth grained. It should 
be juicy, but not wet or watery. 
The lean should be well marbled 
and covered with a white, smooth 
firm fat, free from fibers. The 
forequarter or shoulder cuts of 
pork are deliciously juicy and of- 
fer many splendid pieces for a 
tempting economical dinner. 

Good beef is a light to medium 
red in color, is fine grained and of 
firm texture. The flesh is well 
mottled or marbled with fat and 
there is a good outer covering of 
the same fat. The surface of the 
meat is smooth and velvety in ap- 
pearance. 

Veal is a grayish pink, almost a 
white in color with a scanty cov- 
ering of firm fat. The meat is fine 
grained, fairly firm, velvety in tex- 
ture, and not marbled or mottled 
with fat. The bone is porous, soft 
and red and the ends of some of 
the bones are still pliable.

MEATLESS LUNCHEON |

Drain the fritters on absorbent 
paper and serve hot.

Constitution and Disease 


HE ancient Greeks fathered 
T the science of medicine. 

At Athens, in the fifth cen- 
tury before the Christian era, and 
in Alexandria on the Nile, at tte 
time of Alexander the Great, there 
was developed what is called tke 
Hippocratic School of Medicine. 
This school of medicine, with some 
modifications prevailed for almost 
1500 years. ) 


The medicine of the ancient 
Greeks differed from modern u.edi- 
cine in many ways. Fundamentally, 
however, it may be said that ihe 
ancient physicians were primarily 
concerned with the patient, while 
the modern physicians are con- 
cerned with the diseose. 

Hippocrates pays close attention 
in his writings to the indivic-iai 
and describes the disease in terms 
of the appearance of the patient, 
his behavior, and the changes 
which he undergoes as the disease 
progresses or the patient improves. 

The modern physician has been 
trained to look upon disease s a 
thing in itself. 

When confronted by a sick ‘:dt- 
vidual, he seeks to diagnose the 
case, to determine the nature of ‘he 
disease. He bases his treatment, 
whenever possible, on the diseas2 
cause and deals with the symptonis 
more or less secondarily. 

The modern physician is infi- 
nitely more effective than were the 
ancients. Nevertheless, there has 
been a wholesome trend toward an 
amalgamaiion of the ancient and 
the modern viewpoints. 

While disease may be said to be 
a thing in itself, it does not exist by 
itself, but is manifested in an ‘ndi- 
vidual, and everi as the individual is 
affected by the disease, so is the 
disease affected by the individual. 

Diphtheria, for example, is a defi- 
nite disease entity. It is caused by 
a definite germ. Nevertheless, not 
all cases of diphtheria are identical. 
The constitution of the Individuz] 
modifies the disease. 

This is particularly true in thore. 
diseases which are not the result 
of the action of bacteria or of toxic 
or poisonous substances.
